The court held invalid the 1933 
act reducing their salaries to $75 
per month and issued an order re- 
quiring that they be paid $200 a 
month under an act of 1925. 

Commissioners C. J. Meerdink, 
John Prince apd Doyle W. Craaker 
of Pahokee, Brought the sult, at- 
tacking the legality of the 1933 
law. It was directed against A. A. 
Poston, chairman of. the board, 
and George O. Butler, clerk of the 
circitit court, who also is clerk of 
the county board. Commissioner 
C. Y. Byrd of Delray Beach refus- 
ed to join in the suit or to con- 
tribute to the expense of the ac- 
tion. 

The petitioners questioned tre 
constitutionality of the 1933 law on 
the ground that its title was de- 
fective and this view the supreme 
court upheld. The title of the act 
set forth that it applied to coun- 
ties “having a population of iess 
than 30 090 and not more than 80,- 
000 inhabitants.”

have to pay 3 per cent of the $50 
which is $1.50. 

Under the Sholtz bill, it ís under- 
‘stood, the putchaser would be 
conscious fminediately of the tax: 
under the Wood bill the 3 per cent 
would be collected at the end of 
the month. and would be based on 
the whole business of a coucern 
rather than on each separate arti- 
cle cr transaction. 

‘The administration measure is 
intended as a school measure and 
all money except that needed for 
schools would go into the general 
treasury.

AUXILIARY TO SELL 
POPPIES SATURDAY 


‘The morning of November 9, 
1918, a young Georgia woman, 
serving on the’ staff of the Y. M. 


O. A. overseas neadquarters in 
New York City, received a copy of 
à magazine containing Col. Mc- 
Crae’s poem, "Int Flanders Fields.” 
Touched by the poem's. reference 
to-the poppies growing between the 
ctoases of the war cemeteries this 
youtlg woman, Miss Moina Mich: 
ael, of Athens, Géorgia, decided to 
weaf a poppy in honor of the war 
dead. 

Purchasing a number of poppies, 
Miss Michael distributed them 
atong the members of the head- 
quarters staff. This was the start 
of the custom of wearing poppies 
in memory of the men who lost 
their lives in the World War, a 
custom now obesrved by millions 
of Americans on Poppy Day, the 
Saturday before Memorial Day, 
and by millions of others through- 
out the English-speaking world 

‘When the American Legion was 
organized by the returned veterans, 
the poppy was Officially adopted 
as the Legion's memorial flower. 
After the American Legion auxili- 
ary was established, the Legion's 
Poppy program was turned over 
to the women's organization and 
has since been cafried out an- 
nually by the auxiliary. Members 
of Everglades Post No. 20, Unit of 
the Legion auxiliary, Belle Glade, 
will distribute poppies on Poppy 
Day, Saturday, April 20. 

‘The auxiliary women have taken 
Miss Michael's idea and developed 
it fnto a great national program 
for commemorating the sacrifice of 


„| those who died and for bringing aid 
-| to 


those who sacrificed their 

trength in the nation's service 
Early in the winter the making of 
the millions of poppies which the 
people of America will wear on 
their coats the following Poppy 
Day is begun in government ~ hos- 
pitals and convalescent workrooms 
maintained by the auxiliary in 
many parts of the country. Hands 
of disabled veterans, weary of 
idleness, are given employment 
shaping the little red flowers. Sick 
and discouraged men whose spirits 
have sung to despair from long un- 
employment are given the en- 
couraging experience of again 
earning money, 

A penny apiece is the usual 
amount paid for each poppy made, 
and a man, if not too badly dis- 
abled can easily turn out 300 a 
day. The number each man is per- 
mitted to make is restricted in 
order that he will not overtax his 
strength and'to spread the work 
among as many men as possible. 
‘The work is restricted to disabled 
veterans receiving little or no gov- 
ernment compensation and men 
with dependent families are given 
preference. 

To pay the workers and pur- 
chase the materials is a problem 
in financing which the women of 
the auxillary have worked out. 
This year, when approximately 
10,000,000 poppies have been made, 
the earnings of the disabled men 
have amounted ta $100,000. The 
work has been carried out in 56 
hospitals and workrooms in 40 dif- 
ferent ataten. 

The distribution of the poppies 
except in a few southern localities, 
is a one-day nation-wide endeavor 
conducted on the Saturday before 
Memorial Day. On that day an 
army of nearly 100,000 volunteer 
Workers from the auxiliary takes 
the poppies out on to the streets 
and pin them on the coats of 
passers-by. By nightfall the little 
crimson symbols of remembrance 
bloom on’ millions of lapels and 
the coin boxes carried by the wo- 
men are heavy with offerings 
which will mean relief for count- 
less victims of the war during the 
year to come. 
“Wearing the poppy draws its 
wide. appeal from its dual purpose 
of honoring the dead and serving 
the living. Every poppy worn on 
Poppy Day means that the wearer 
has thought, at least for a moment, 
of the men who lie beneath the 
poppies in France, and has con- 
tributed something to the relief 
and rehabilitation of those who are 
still suffering from results of the 
war, the disabled, their families 
and the families of the dead. 


SAFER INSECTICIDES 
FOR VEGETABLES ARE 
BEING RECOMMENDED 


Wider use of pyrethrum and 
derris seems to be the answer to 
the grower’s need for keeping his 
leafy’ vegetables free from- resi- 
dents of the more toxic insecticides, 
according to W. H. White, in 
charge of truck crop and garden 
insect investigations, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Scientists 
‘have found that minute quantities 
of two plant products—derris and 
pytethrum — kill many insects 
feeding on truck crops, and afe 
less likely than most inorganic in- 
secticides now in common use to 
leave harmful residues.. 

Derris powder is obtained by 
gfinding’ the roots of a plant na- 
tive to the British and Dutch East 
Indies. Pyrethrum is prepared 
from the ground flower. buds of 
the common daisy of the Far East. 
Insecticides made from. both these 
imported products are now on sale 


in most seed and drug stores in 
the United States. : 
In tests recently completed, Mr. 
hite says, dusts made by dilut-

tale, or clay, were just as effective 
as arsenical compounds in con- 
trolling three common species of 
cabbage worms in widely separat- 
ed parts of the country. Derris root 
powder in water also gave good 
control of the tmported cabbage 


worm: The dusts, however, gave 
better results and cost no more 
than the sprays. 

Pyrethrum dust, mixed with to~ 
bacco dust or hydrated lime, pre: 
ferably_the former, controls the 
celery leaf-tler, a major pest of 
celery in Flotida and periodically 
ttoublesome in the north as well. 
‘The sahe mixture can be recom- 
mended also for curbing the celery 
looper. 

Either derris of pyrethrum 
should be used in combating leat- 
feeding insects on lettuce and 
spinach, according to Mr. White. 
Both protect fall-grown squash 
against the melon worm and the 
pickle worm. Neither derris nor 
pyrethrum, however, gave satis- 
factory results against the to- 
mato fruit worm.

On Sep- 
tember 1st, the Wells-Royal Lum- 
ber company organized as a cor- 
poration.
